Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

2. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Poulton (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,702.323). 
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With respect to claim 1 , Poulton discloses an electronic exercise enhancer 
including a sensor for monitoring parameters (see e.g. col. 2, lines 24-28), the sensor 
providing the parameters in the form of a data stream (see e.g. col. 2, lines 55-64, col. 
18, lines 42-51), a transmitter coupled to the sensor (see e.g. Fig. 1, col. 6, lines 63-67), 
the transmitter sends present and past data taken from the data stream to a receiver 
(see e.g. col.6, lines 43-50, col. 15, lines 29-35, 45-55 and Fig. 4).
